Council buys 45 
acres for future 
industrial park

Council will spend over a million dollars on 45 acres 
of land to be purchased from the now defunct Canadian 
Minerals Inc. later this week. 

The land, located on the northeast corner of the sec¬ 
ondary Highway 582 and 23 Street (Range Road 2.0) will 
be industrial in nature, making land available for the 
development of a commercial and industrial park. 

The selling price for the land is $1, 143, 500 and the 
town will pay $50,000 towards a down payment. 

The $50,000 will be taken from the 2011 budget - what 
pot it will be taken from council hasn’t decided. 

“The likelihood now is at the end of the day we’ll be 
putting less into reserves. We feel the investment oppor¬ 
tunity here is better. The most important thing is to 
bring businesses in and establish a long-term commer¬ 
cial tax base,” said Mayor Brian Wittal of the decision. 

The town will also take on the $761, 337.16 for water, 
sewer and improvement services, a cost that will 
require the town to borrow money. 

“There will be no budgetary impact in terms of taxes,” 
said chief administrative officer Roy Brown, who said 
the plan is for the industrial park to be self-supporting. 

He said the town hopes to establish grant money as 
well to pay for the upgrades for roads and water and 
sewer, costs that will be picked up in the future when¬ 
ever that land is developed. 

The need for more land to develop on as well as the 
desire to establish a greater commercial tax base were 
reasons for the purchase. This isn't the first time coun¬ 
cil has purchased land in preparation for future develop¬ 
ment. 

About 10 years ago, council made the decision to pur¬ 
chase land in the now industrial area west of Memorial 
Park, taking on a project that seemed to drag on forev¬ 
er said Wittal. Getting services in place such as sewer, 
and proper storm water management before finding 
companies to move in and develop took longer than 
expected. 

Council also took over a few acres of land on the old 
high school site with plans to house much needed 
expansions such as the library and possibly the 
Neighborhood Place, plans Wittal said are still on the 
table. 

Council is optimistic this project will develop sooner, 
with plans to sell the lots within five years. 

“The old industrial lands were done by a previous 
town council ... it took an awful long time to get it 
going. This time we feel there is an opportunity for us to 
move forward. We will be bringing in professionals to 
help us put together plans, develop and move forward,” 
said Wittal, who added that if all goes well developers 
could be looking to build as early as fall. 

Plans include placing the commercial building up 
front along the highway for visibility and putting larger 
industrial buildings in the back. 

Council also hopes to eventually transition the public 
works department into this area as part of their plans 
for downtown east redevelopment. Wittal also said it 
would give them an area to build a larger fire depart¬ 
ment sometime down the road.

Sirr was recommended 
from the Ceramics Canada 
Company in Calgary where 
she orders supplies. She 
said she also travels to var¬ 
ious shows including the 


Alberta Gift Show in 
Edmonton where she sells 
her product, including a 
line of Mystic Fire raku to 
wholesale businesses that 
come from all over Canada. 

Her work has gone as far 
as England and she said 
people she knows will call 
her to say when they were 
travelling they saw her 
work for sale. 

All the work is crafted in 
a basement along 20th 
Street, hidden from view 
but open to the public. 
There’s a map on the inside 
of the first door with pins 


showing everywhere her 
work has reached. 

In Canada it’s travelled 
north to the Yukon and 
Iqualuit, and as far east as 
Halifax. 

“It’s fun to hear where it's 
gone ... you never know 
where you may find me. 
With my raku you turn it 
upside down and you’ll find 
a picture of me with my 
name," she said.

A new after school 
hangout for younger 
teens is opening up 
tomorrow afternoon at 
the Zion Evangelical 
Missionary Church. 

The hangout, dubbed 
Open Doors, will be 
offered to students from 
3:30 to 6:30 every 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The project, a partner¬ 
ship between the Town of 
Didsbury, the Zion 
Church and other commu¬ 
nity members, was start¬ 
ed as a means to replace 
the loss of the Youth 360 
Centre that closed last 
year. 

“We want to hear from 
them (students) what they 
want from this,” said Julie 
Poffenroth, who’s helped 
spearhead the project 
with Alison Lefebvre, 
involved with youth min¬ 
istry at the Zion Church. 

Though the youth hang¬ 
out will be offered at the 


won't be a religious or 
faith- based hangout. 

“We just want some¬ 
where for them to go ... 
we have this building that 
stands empty most of the 
week,” she said. 

The club, still in its 
infancy, will evolve as the 
weeks continue and the 
youth voice what they’d 
like to see. 

Right now plans 
include opening the gym 
for students to practise 
basketball or use the 
ramp set up for bikes 
and skateboards. 

Upstairs, there’s a place 
to hang out and grab a 
snack or work on some 
homework. There’s also a 
fooseball table and Wii 
station set up). 

Programs to help with 
homework, or offer an art 
class one week and cook¬ 
ing the other, are options 
they are exploring. 

“We don’t want it to be a 
place where they have to 
do something, where 


or a practice. We want it 
to be a place where they 
can just hang out and be 
themselves, but can take 
advantage of some class¬ 
es if they want to," said 
Poffenroth. 

“They will have to bring 
a consent form with them 
saying their parents know 
they’re here, and there 
will be a sign-in sheet for 
them when they come in,” 
she said, adding that 
they’ll be providing a bus 
service from West glen 
School to the church. 
Poffenroth and Lefebvre 
will be in the school this 
week to advertise the 
hangout and provide con¬ 
sent forms. 

The two currently help 
run Back Door, a Friday 
night drop-in, roughly 
every five to six weeks 
that attracts upwards of 
200 people each time. 
From that program, 
they’ve heard from kids a 
desire to have a place to 
call their own.

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Weight loss pilot project lead

A weight loss pilot proj¬ 
ect could start up in 
Pidsbury as early as spring 
if enough interest is gar¬ 
nered from people in town 
and the surrounding area. 

The project, sponsored 
by the Highland Primary 
Care network will focus on 
healthy lifestyle change for 
people who’ve tried every¬ 
thing, explained Enid 
Martin, hospital social 
worker. 

The pilot project will 
incorporate a team of dieti¬ 
cians, doctors, nurses, 
social workers and person¬ 
al trainers. The idea is to 
offer equipment special¬ 
ized for the larger body 
sizes, to provide support 
and advice on how to move 
into a healthier lifestyle. 
The program is available to 
people living between 
Airdrie and Olds. 

“This isn’t a boot camp or 
another Biggest Loser, this 
is a lifestyle change,” said 
Anne Hand, who has strug¬ 
gled with weight loss her 


whole life. 

“I’ve tried all the fad 
diets and put money into 
all the weight-loss pro¬ 
grams, but the fact is, they 
don’t work." 

Hand, a former bariatric 
patient in Didsbury moti¬ 
vated the start of the pro¬ 
gram and will overlook the 
project once it gets under¬ 
way. 

She spent a year in hospi¬ 
tal in Calgary for health 
reasons a year and a half 
ago, before getting trans¬ 
ferred to Didsbury, where 
she lives. She said there 
was a noticeable difference 
in care between the city 
and the town. 

“Here you’re not a num¬ 
ber, you’re a person,” she 
said of the importance to 
bariatric patients for 
encouragement and sup¬ 
port. 

“There’s a lot of depres¬ 
sion, anxiety and low self¬ 
esteem that comes with 
being morbidly obese,” she 
said. 

Hand wants to offer this 
program to give people 
struggling with weight loss 


a chance to connect with 
others who have gone 
through the same trials. 
She said because of the low 
self-esteem and depression 
that typically come with 
being obese, people won’t 
reach out for help, but 
they’re desperately crying 
out for it. 

“The group experience is 
important ... there’s such a 
lack of acknowledgment of 
this disorder,” said Hand, 
who said people tend to 
discriminate and place 
blame on an individual’s 
lifestyle chooses. 

She said challenges peo¬ 
ple face due to this medical 
condition also includes dif¬ 
ficulties in getting certain 
medical treatments and 
examinations including X- 
rays, MRIs and CAT scans 
because of weight and size 
restrictions with equip¬ 
ment. Most waiting rooms 
don’t have chairs to accom¬ 
modate and employment 
opportunities are limited. 
Hand said that obesity isn’t 
recognized as a medical 
condition. 

“People say ‘you are what 


you eat’ or ‘you’re the mas¬ 
ter of your body’, but 
they’re ignoring that this is 
a disease." 

Hand and Martin said 
they don’t know how many 
people in the area suffer 
from this disease but based 
off the support they’ve 
heard already from medical 
professionals and people in 
the community they 
believe this pilot project, 
that will be the first of its 
kind in the area, will take 
off. 

“Right now we’re trying 
to determine the need for 
the pilot project. Once 
we’ve gathered numbers, 
we can determine how we 
can proceed. I have a sense 
this will be a really great 
uptake,” said Martin of the 
project, that’s been devel¬ 
oped by a team of hospital 
workers including nurses. 

Martin is taking calls 
from interested people 
until February 10. People 
can call the Didsbury 
Social Work line at (403) 
335-7348 and leave their 
information on the confi¬ 
dential line. 


Accused Sundre shooter back in court next month

A 60-year-old Sundre 
woman charged with sec¬ 
ond degree murder after 
her husband was shot and 
killed on the couple’s 
Sundre-area property will 
be back in court next 
month. 

Heather Wilson Duncan, 
60, had her bail hearing 
before Justice Sandy Park 
in Calgary Court of 


Queen’s Bench on Jail. 13, 
when she was granted 
$25,000 bail. 

She was scheduled to be 
in Didsbury provincial 
court Monday for election 
and plea, but an agent 
appeared on her behalf. 

Responding to a 911 call 
placed by the accused, 
police found Barry 
Alexander Duncan, 68, 
dead in the couple’s 
home, south of Bergen, on 
Dec. 10. The accused was 


arrested at the scene and 
charged the next day. 

Assigned Crown prose¬ 
cutor Doug Simpson and 
Duncan’s lawyers, Jim 
Butlin and Greg Dunn, are 
working to find a date for 
a preliminary hearing, 
Calgary lawyer and 
Duncan agent Ian MacKay 
told Judge Peter Barley. 

The judge granted an 
adjournment to February 
14 to allow those discus¬ 
sions to continue. 


Preliminary hearings 
are held to determine if 
there is enough evidence 
to send an accused to 
trial. 

Outside court, MacKay, 
a former Crown prosecu¬ 
tor, said Duncan’s prelimi¬ 
nary hearing may need to 
be held in Calgary if court 
time cannot be found in 
Didsbury to accommodate 
a multi-day hearing. 

No plea has been 
entered in the case.

The town, entering an 
18-year agreement, will 
pay interest-only pay¬ 
ments of one per cent or 
$10, 935 for the first three 
years. After that, interest 
will increase to three per 
cent per year. As part of 
their agreement, whenev¬ 


er the town sells an acre 
CMI will receive $25,000 
to go towards the out¬ 
standing balance. 

Owner of CMI land 
Joerg Bleeck denied com¬ 
ment and said he didn't 
want to talk about his rea¬ 
sons for selling the land 
until the sale went 
through. Wittal said 
Bleeck bought the land 
close to 10 years ago with 


the hopes of starting up 
Canadian Minerals Inc., 
something that never 
came into fruition and 
after the economy tanked, 
his hopes of starting 
something up flopped. 
(Ivor the last few years the 
town has been working 
with Bleeck to try and 
find developers to take 
over the land, but ulti¬ 
mately council decided to 


purchase the land to have 
control over future devel¬ 
opment of Didsbury. 

“The key for us -we’re 
not trying to get rich off 
the land -we’re trying to 
build a long-term tax base 
and commercial tax base 
and bring businesses that 
will bring jobs and new 
people and everything 
else that comes with it," 
said Wittal.

Attack ads signal bitter 
election battle ahead

The ads mock both Liberal 
chief Michael Ignatieff and NDP leader Jack 
Layton, saying neither man has Canada’s best 
interests at heart. 

And while such ads are nothing new in the 
federal political arena - the same tactics were 
used extensively by the Tories and the Liberals 
in the run-up to the last federal vote - these 
new ads certainly set a bitter tone for the next 
election campaign, whenever that may be. 

Whether enough undecided voters will be 
swayed by the attack ad campaign to give 
Stephen Harper the majority government he so 
desperately wants and has been working tire¬ 
lessly to obtain for years remains anyone’s 
guess. What is certain is that by taking the 
attack ad road, the Tories have opened the door 
for similar ads aimed at the Conservative 
record in power since 2008, and in particular 
the massive increase in the national debt under 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper’s leadership. 

A big part of the new Tory campaign appears 
to be keeping blame for the next election call 
far away from Harper’s door. 

“Canadians should be in no doubt: the oppor¬ 
tunist Ignatieff has decided that an election this 
spring is his best hope of becoming prime min¬ 
ister," one ad states. 

“Canada is stronger, prouder and walking tall 
in the world. We're in safe hands with Stephen 
Harper. With so much at stake, why would we 
risk changing course?” 

One of the ads that targets NDP leader Layton 
claims he was “so desperate for power" that he 
would contemplate a future coalition with the 
separatist Bloc Quebecois. 

“They say ambition can be blind. Just ask the 
NDP's Jack Layton,” the ad states. 

For his part, Liberal leader Ignatieff has been 
quick to call the Tory ads acts of desperation

“I don’t feel nervous, 
yet,” said Kaira Hall who 
was making rounds on the 
rink Monday afternoon 
with her friends Erin Toles 
and Shandra Barlow.
